We are writing in relation to the above US patent application, to bring the prior art document EP- A- 
1 2 1 79 1 9 B 1 (Romer) to the attention of the US Patent and Trade Mark Office. A copy of Romer is 
enclosed for the convenience of the USPTO along with a copy of a certified translation into English. 



We submit that Romer has a bearing on the patentability of the invention claimed in the above US 
patent application, and as such, should have been brought to the attention of the US Examiner by the 
applicant. Romer was notified to the European Patent Office on the corresponding European patent 
application (publication number; EP 1353583) inaletter dated 10 October 2003. TheEPOpublic 
record shows that this notification was brought to the attention of the applicant in an EPO 
communication dated 27 October 2003, a copy of which is enclosed. Hence, it is clear that the 
applicant has been aware of the relevant prior art for over a year. 

With reference to independent claim 1 of the US patent application, Romer discloses: 

A desk adapted for connection to a second desk as part of a network of desks (Figure 2), 
each desk comprising: 

a desktop (3) comprising a plurality of sides (10, 1 1, 12), a bottom face and a top face (3); 

a chassis positioned substantially beneath the desktop comprising one or more cassettes (2), 
wherein at least one cassette includes one or more electronic components (20, 21, 25); 
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a power distribution system (lines 7 to 1 0, page 7 of translation), the power distribution being 
positioned substantially beneath the desk top (lines 30 to 34, page 6), extending approximately 
from a first side of the desktop to a second side of the desktop, and configured to provide 
power to at least one adjacent desk or bridge unit (e.g lines 19 to 24, page 8); 

and an electronic connection system (30, 3 1 , paragraph 46) providing an electronic connection 
from the one or more electronic components to an electronic component located in a second 
desk (Figure 2), the electronic connection system being positioned substantially beneath the 
desktop and extending approximately from a first side of the desk top to a second side of the 
desk top (see location of interfaces 30, 31 on Figures IB and 2). 

In view of this, we believe that the invention as claimed in claim 1 , at least, lacks novelty. Furthermore, 
there appears to be no novel and non-obvious features in any of the dependent claims based directly 
or indirectly on claim 1 . 

With reference to independent claim 1 7 of the US patent application, this simply rephrases the subj ect 
matter of independent claim 1 in terms of a desking system, comprising two or more connected desks. 
The only additional feature over claim 1 is the inclusion of: 



This is also disclosed in Romer (coupling elements 40) and hence claim 1 7 also appears to lack novelty. 
Furthermore, there appears to be no novel and non-obvious features in any of the dependent claims 
based directly or indirectly on claim 17. 

We respectfully request that the USPTO look into this matter and consider our comments in light of the 
enclosed document which the applicant clearly should have bought to the attention of the Examiner.

We refer to the above European patent application and enclose a copy of EP-A- 

1217919 A. 

We note that amended claims were filed on 1 1 August 2003. 

We consider that the subject matter of at .least claim 1 is disclosed in the above 
identified European patent publication. EP A 1 353 183 describes a desk (1) adapted 
for connection to another desk as part of a network of desks (40 and Figure 2), each 

desk comprising: 



A desk top (3) comprising sides (10, 11, 12), a button- face, and a top side with work 
surface (3); 

A chassis comprising one or more cassettes (2) containing one or more electronics 
systems (20, 21, 25); 

A power distribution system (50, Figure 2) to enable power to be passed from at least 
one desk to another desk and connectable to provide power to at least one cassette in 
each desk; 

An electronics connection system (30, 31) to enable connection of electronics located 
in at least one cassette and at least one desk with electronics located in at least one 
other desk; 
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Both the power distribution system and the electronics connections system in 
substantially located beneath the desk top and within or adjacent the chassis and 
extending from one side of the desk top to another (page 6, lines 30 to 34). 

It is submitted that none of the dependent claims introduces any features which are 
novel and/or inventive.
